APPEAR TUESDAY 





That the supporters of the work 
of the County Welfare Commission 
will protest any effort to reduce ex- 
penses by eliminating important de- 
partments of that branch of county 
activity, was indicated Thursday. A 
delegation will appear before the 
board of supervisors on next Tues- 
day morning. 

Club women of the ,county and 
members of the County Tuberculosis 
Association are unanimously in favor 
of the continuation of the health 
program begun by the County Wel- 
fare Commission during the past 
year and of the tuberculosis pre- 
vention work heretofore carried on 
by the Tuberculosis Association, but 
taken over by the county at the open- 
ing of the fiscal year, July 1, it was 
declared. 

According to Mrs. R. F. Garner, 
chairman of the County Tuberculosis 
Association, and a prominent member 
of the Woman’s Club, D. A. R., and 
other woman’s organizations in the 
State, the women generally are 
strongly in favor of the health work. 
Opinions of civic workers from High- 
lands, Redlands, Upland and Colton 
have come to her during the past 
few days with the rumor that board 
of supervisors will lower the budget 
offered by the County Welfare Com- 
mission, to such. an extent. that a 
part of the health work will nec- 
essarily be omitted. The welfare 
commission had planned to take en- 
tire charge of the tuberculosis work, 
and cutting of the budget would 
prevent this. Representatives of the 
tuberculosis association will be at 
the meeting of the board of super- 
visors Tuesday morning to recom- 
mend the continuance of the work 
and to show its importance. 

“The idea of cutting the health 
program in any way is a decided 
step backward,” said Mrs. Garner. 


“The tuberculosis work is, of course, 
what I am especially interested in 
because of my_connection with the 
association, but all of the health pro- 
gram is important. In fact, to choose 
any one brane. to e 





“The ieborowtaata Werk” is not only 
beneficial for the time and for those 
ill at present, but is an educational, 
preventive work which will save lives 
of thousands in the coming genera- 
tions. The vastness of it we realize 
when we remember that Miss Kil- 
gore, the tuberculosis nurse, who re- 
signed this month, made over 300 
calls each month to patients with 
that disease. 

“San Bernardino County has been 
looked to by all counties of the 
State for its health program. If it 
should be upset at the present time, 
all the work of the past year would 
be lost and, in addition, the money 
expended. Indeed, club women are 
anxious that the work be carried 
on, and we are doing all we can to 
show our feeling in the matter.” 

The health program, in addition to 
the tuberculosis work, is developed 
through the venereal disease clinic, 
the child heatlh center and the psy- 
chiatric clinic. The latter two were 
organized during the year, as was 
the tuberculosis clinic. The vene- 
real disease clinic was opened two 
years ago as a war measure, and 
whether this will be continued de- 
pends largely upon the receipt of 
State aid, a monthly allowance of 
$50 coming from the State. A re- 
trenchment program of the State 
may prevent this allowance. 

When asked what activities the 
County Tuberculosis Association will 
take up with the turning over of 
the nursing work to the county, Mrs. 
Garner said, “We are planning to 
work out the plan for open air 
schools for children and to promote 
a Summer playground. All the de- 
tails of our plans are not worked out 
as yet, but we are busy now getting 
started and we believe that we can 
do something really worth while for 
the little folk. My heart oes out 
to them. I am in sympathy with 
all kinds of social service and re- 
form, but there is nothing which ap- 
peals to me as do the children, 
many of whose lives can be made 
entirely different and some perhaps 
even saved by service we could give 
them.” 

The work of the association will 
be done by members entirely, no 
nurse being appointed to serve as 
had been the case in the tubercular 
work.

Leather Made in China 3,000 Yeare 
Ago Has Been Found in Compara.

The 
Romans used leather which they 
tanned with ofl, alum and bark, Early 
explorers in America found the In- 
dians wearing skins prepared with 
buffalo dung, oil and clay.

No improvement in 
methods of preparing 


the general 
leather took 


place from the most primitive times 


until about 1790, when the use of lime 
to loosen the hair was introduced. By 
1825 English tanners were attempt- 
ing to introduce new methods by 
which the tanning process could be 
shortened. One of the pioneers in 
these experiments was John Burridge, 
t aventor of the barkometer, an In- 
itrument for determining the strength 
of tanning liquors. 

In 1680 the first tannery in Amer- 
{ca was built in Virginia. A second 
one was established a few years later 
at Lynn, Mass. 


FIRST “BLUE LAW” EXPONENT 


Emperor Constantine Laid Down 
Strict Rules for the Guidance 
of His Subject Peoples. 

Constantine, the great Roman em- 
‘peror, who ruled in 821 A. D., was the 
first ruler in Europe to impose blue 
laws upon the people. Constantine 
was highly religious, and he demand- 
ed strict observance of the Sabbath 
throughout his vast empire. 

He decreed that “judges, tnhabit- 
ants and artificers” must rest on the 
Sabbath. He excepted husbandmen 
from this order, however, since “sow- 
ing was a necessity and could not be 
done on any other day.” Slaves could 
not be compelled work on this day, 
by the emperor’s decree. Should mas- 
ters be caught in the act of forcing 
their slaves to labor, a heavy fine and 
perhaps a jail sentence would be im- 
posed. Children were emancipated 
from labor on the Sabbath. Constan- 
tine also ordered his vast armies 
wherever they might be to devote this 
day to prayer, At the same time he 
Set aside Friday as a day in which 
prayer was required of a}! the people. 
Later he extended his order to include 
Saturday as a day when the wheels of 
Roman industry should remain still.

PULPWOOD CONSUMPTION 
1S NOW ON THE INCREASE 

The pulp-wood consumption of the 
United States in 1920 exceeded the 
greatest previous record, that of 
1919, by 636,000 cords, or nearly 12 
per cent, according to a preliminary 
statement based on a canyass of all 
known pulp-wood establishments in 
the country, 263 in number, con- 
ducted by the forest service of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture in cooperation with the bu- 
reau of the census, United States 
Department of Commerce, and the 
American Paper and Pulp Associa- 
tion. Statement of pulp-wood con- 
sumption and costs for the past four 
years follows: 

1920—Number of establishments, 
253; cords consumed, 6,114,072; cost 
of wood, $116,495,720; average cost 
per cord, $19.03. 

1919—-Number of establishments, 
258; cords consumed, 5,477,832; cost 
of wood, $87,286,083; average cost 
per cord, $15.98. 

1918—Number of establishments, 
250; cords consumed, $5,250,794; cost 
of wood, $73,167,118; average cost 
per cord, $13.93. 

1917—Number of establishments, 
246; cords consumed, 5,480,075; cost 
of wood, $60,815,057; average cost 
per cord, $11.10. 

The sum paid for pulp-wood last} % 
year exceeds by $29,000,000 the sum 
paid in 1919, and is $43,000,000 in 
excess of the 1918 expenditure. The 
average cost of pulp-wood in 1920 ex- 
ceeds the 1919 price by 19 per cent 
and the 1918 price by 37 per cent 

The records indicate that at least 
18 per cent of the wood used was im- 
ported. Nearly 7 per cent more do- 
mestic spruce was” consumed than 
ever before, and the imports of this 
species are steadily incrbasing; so 
also are the imports of poplar, but 
the use of domestic poplar has fallen 
off 42 per cent since 1916.

Manufacturers Report a Tremendous 
Increaee in Their Use, Mostly in 
Private Families. 


There has been a tremendous in- 


crease in the use of playing cards in| 


private families within the last 2 
years in this country, the representa- 
tive of a big American card-manufac- 
turing house says in the New York 
Times. It may seem strange, but it is 
the private family that does most of 
the using of cards. The proportion of 
playing-cards ‘used in the big clubs is 
gamall. There is an average of from 
two to three packs of playing-cards 
used per family each year in the 
United States, it is estimated, which 
is a big percentage of the total. 

Men’s clubs absorb the higher-priced 
cards, which are sold at prices vary- 
ing, according to the club, from $1 to 
$1.50 or $2 per pack, The government 
tax on cards since 1017, which was 
raised last year to 8 cents per pack, 
with increased cost of production, has 
practically driven the cheaper cards 
out of the market, and business has 
gone to the higher grades, which re- 
tail at from 30 to 75 cents. The in- 
creased playing of bridge has brought 
into vogue the narrower card, which is 
more graceful in shape, smaller and a 
little less bulky. 

The bulk of the cards sold have a 
simple standard. design for the back. 
Among those the best liked in the 
better class are the ones with the fine 
steel-engraved or “banknote” back, en- 
graved with the lathework design.

MUSEUM GETS RARE RUGS 


Once Used to Wrap Around Pillars in 
the Orient, They Are Now 
in Philadelphia. 

Six Mongol pillar rugs, recently pur- 
chased by the Pennsylvania museum, 
have been hung in the Memorial hall, 
Fairmount park, in the north corridor; 
one pair at the entrance to the Wil- 
stach gallery, one pair at the entrance 
to the Silver room and the third pair 
at the entrance of the section devoted 
to musical instruments. These rugs 
were once bound about the wooden 
pillars of Mongol ilamaseries or 
temples, and in several of the mu- 
seum examples the woolen lashings 
which bound them are still there. Pos- 
sibly textile decoration for pillars fol- 
lowed carving, which would account 
for persistence of design, as these rugs 
could have been intended for no other 
purpose. In one pair, at least, the de- 
sign becomes meaningless when spread 
flatgfor the dragons which coll about 
the pillar appear cut off in three sep- 
urate pieces, which meet exactly when 
the edges are joined. 

The Chinese Huen Tsang, traveling 
to India in the first half of the 
Seventh century, says that the pavi- 
lions of the monastery of Nelanda 
were upborne by pillars ornamented 
with dragons, The burial chambers of 
the kings, with their antechambers, 
have been uncovered from the mounds 
of earth which were ‘heaped about | 
them, and on the stone walls are fresco 
paintings. The doorway from the outer 
to the inner chamber of one of these 
royal tombs is flanked on either side 
by an octagonal column on which are 
painted colled dragons, no doubt in 
reminiscence of earlier carved up- 
rights. The next step, for particularly 
nomad people, was to render the same 
design for a similar purpose in textile 
fabric to be lashed to the post.—Phila- 
delphia Record.

PROVIDES FARMS FOR POOR 


Self-Help. Project Fathered. by Nebras 
ka Philanthropist. Seems Move 
in Right Direction. 

H. D. Watson, millionaire farmer 
and philanthropist of Kearney, Neb., 
who is perhaps doing more than any 
other one man in the United States 
to make the “back-tothe-land" move 
ment a reality, is in Alamosa invest!- 
gating the advantages of the San Luis 
valley as a place to locate one of his 
community farm projects, O. E. Meyer 
writes in the Rocky Mountain News. 

Mr. Watson already has acquired a 
tract of 300 acres at Carbondale, Colo., 
and is now making arrangements for 
starting one of his farm commuaities 
there. However, the Carbondale dis- 
trict is limited in extent and land is 
higher priced, and he found ft inex- 
Pedient to acquire as large a tract 
as he wanted. He will settle a family 
on each 22 acres of the Carbondale 
tract, and the only condition which 
Mr. Watson places upon an applicant 
for one of his cemmunity tracts is 
that the applicant be absolutely @ith- 
out money or other property. 

The tenant Is located on the tract 
with all necessary tools, stock and 
seed furnished. In addition he ts 
furnished with a sum of money during 
the first year. After that the land is 
expected to produce enough to make 
a living for the family and provide a 
sinking fund for paying for the land. 
In six or eight years the farmer, if 
he is the right sort, owns his land. 





Would Teach Youth to Think, 

To téach people to think, Dr. C. A. 
Mercier of Dournemouth left $100,000 
to be used to found a chalr of nation- 
al logic and scientific method at one of 
the universities. Among the condi- 
tions Imposed are clauses directing 
that: Students are not to be taught 
what Aristotle er anyone else thought 
about reasoning, but to think and rea- 
son clearly for themselves. The pro- 
fessor is not to be chosen for his 
knowledge of the work or opinions of 
other logicians, but for his capacity 
to think and to reason and to teach. 
In selecting the professor preference 
{is to be given to the candidate who 
does not know either Greek or Ger- 
man and, in any case, when appoint- 
ed, such professor is not to devote 
more than one-twelfth of his teaching 
time in teaching the logic of Aristotle 
and the schools, nor more than one- 
twenty-fourth in teaching the logic of 
Hegel or other Germans.—Montreal 
Family Herald.

James Norman Hall has stirred up a 
veritable tumult in South Boston. In 
an article in Harper's Magazine he 
tells of meeting on a South Sea island 
an Irishman named Riley. Orig- 
inally a native of Boston the son of 
an Irish immigrant, Riley is now the 
king of a South Sea island, with un- 
told riches, a beautiful Tahitian 
queen, and hundreds of loyal subjects, 
all according to the best traditions of 
romance. 

But who ts he? Sou’ Boston is 
largely populated by Rileys, and Mr, 
Hal’ does not specify to which branch 
of the fomily his hero belongs.

Has Had Ten Capitals. 

North Carolina has had at least ten 
capitals, including Bath, Edenton. 
Brunswick, Wilmington, Newberry, 
Hillsboro, Smithfield, Fayette and 
Raleigh. The reason for so many lay 
in the custom prior to 1791 of trans- 
ferring the seat of government to the 
place of residence of the governor or 
the temporary meeting place of the 
assembly. 

In 1791 one square mile of land 
was purchased for the foundation of 
Raleigh as the permanent seat of .gov- 
ernment. At present the city covers 
four square miles.

FINE TRIBUTE TO WASHINGTON 


Napoleon’s Eulogy of the World’s 
Greatest Man Regarded as Worthy 
of Eternal Preservation. 
Approach of the hundredth anniver- 
sary of the death of Napoleon Bona- 
parte recalls the order of the day 
which he issued in his capacity as 
first consul, to the French army on 
the occasion of the death of the first 
President of the United States. The 

document is as follows: 

“Soldiers! Washington is dead! 
This great man _ fought against 
tyranny. He consolidated the Mberty 
of his native land. His memory will 
always be cherished by the French 
people, as well as by all free men of 
the two worlds, but more especially 
by the soldiers of France, who, like 
himself and the soldiers of America 
in times past, are fighting for equality 
and libeity. In recognition thereof, 
the first consul orders that for ten 
days all the standards and flags of 
the troops of the republic shall be 
draped with crape. (Signed) Bona- 
parte.” 

Not content with this, Bonaparte 
insisted that an official eulogy of the 
liberator of America should be pro 
nounced, in the name of the republic, 
in the Temple of Mars, the name then 
given to the chapel of the Palace of 
the Invalides. The task was confided 
to Marcellin de Fontane, the poet, who 
was given six days to prepare it. De 
Fontane accomplished his task to the 
satisfaction of Bonaparte, and it is 
generally agreed that his eulogy of 
Washington ranks among his very 
finest works. 








HERO OF THREE COUNTRIES 


South American Republics United in 
Their Desire to Do Honor te 
Memory of Bolivar. 

The unveiling of a statue to Simon 
Bolivar, known as the George Wash- 
ington of South America, took place 

in New York April 19, 

There are statues of Bolivar in 
Caracas, Bogota, Lima and elsewhere. 
He was South America’s superman on 
horseback, He drove the Spanish out. 
He became “Jefe Supremo” of the 
northern half of the continent. (“Hey- 
fay Soopraymaw,” please, signifying 
“Supreme Chief.") He fought 400 
battles and escuped five attempted as- 
Sassinations, 

Bolivar has been described as ‘‘mer- 
curial, impractical, visionary, reckless- 
ly daring, vainglorious, sympathetic, 
cunning, sensitive, intense, ambitious, 
with no sense of proportion, cruel and 
kind In the same breath, giving vent 
to the highest sentiments of frenzied 
patriotism, and practicing the most 
absolute despotism.” History credits 
him with having spent 90 per cent of 
his large fortune for his country, 
Venezuela, and with having made no 
private use of public funds, although 
long in control .of the revenues of Co- 
lombia, Peru and Bolivia. He failed 
in an attempt to unite all those coun- 
tries under one flag, lost his power 
and popularity and died in exile.

APPLES FROM ANCIENT TREE 


Sald to Have Been Planted Ninety- 
Five Years Ago, It Stili Bears 
Delicious Fruit. 





Two apples were picked by A. A. 
at Vancouver recently 
from what is said to be the oldest 
aupple-tree in the Pacific Northwest. 
The tree is 95 years old, and is a liv- 
ing monument to the romantic days 
when the Hudson’s Bay company ruled 
over a vust territory within the Uni- 
ted States, 

Sailing around Cape Horn tn 1826, 
a Hudson’s Bay company employee | 
ate an apple. It seemed such a deli- | 
cious apple after his long sea diet of 
salt horse and hardtack that he 
planned to raise other apples like it 
in his new home in the wilderness. 
He dropped the seeds in his vest-pock- 
et and forgot all about them, But they 
were discovered by the tailor at Fort 
Vancouver, to whom he turned over 
his clothes to mend. The tailor gave 


them to the gardener, who planted 
them, and the trees tiat grew from 
them were the ancestors of the 


flourishing orchards which have eines 
made Oregon and Washingten fameus. 

The ancient tree, now standing aloes 
on the site of the old fur post, has 
lived through many-ghanges that made 
history. Fort Vancouver was founded 
on the Columbia river in 1824 by the 
Hudson's Bay company as the rtval 
of John Jacob Astor’s pioneer Ameri- 
can fur post of Astoria. For years 
under Chief Factor John McLoughlin, 
known as “the king of Oregon,” it was 
the company’s transmontane capital, 
and its fur brigades swept as far east 
as the Rockies and almost as far south 
as the borders of modern Mexico. 

When at the close of the “Fifty-four 
forty or fight” excitement, Oregon was 
ceded to the United States, the com- 
pany abandoned the fort and withdrew 
north of the internatienal line. When 
Fort Vancouver was at the height of 
its prosperity, the company was su- 
preme lord over three-fourths of North 
America.
